THE  STEUaaLE  FOE  EQUAL  EIUHTS  AHD 
EDUOATIOH  IH  THE  SOUTH. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Among  the  brave  and  true  men  of  the 
Constitutional  Convention  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina  are  Mr.  Whittemore,  formerly  our 
superintendent  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  and 
Mr.  Jillson,  teacher  of  a  school  in  Cam¬ 
den.  Mr.  Jillson  has  sent  us  a  copy  of 
the  Constitution  adopted  by  the  Cottven-^ 
tion.  It  is  liberal  in  its  provisions,  and  the 
rights  of  all  colors  are  carefully  secured. 
Provision  is  made  for  a  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  and  the  establishment  of  District 
Schools  for  all,  and  the  compulsory  attend¬ 
ance  of  all  children  from  six  to  sixteen 
years  of  age. 

Our  teacher,  Mr.  J.  H.  Jillson,  is  nom¬ 
inated  on  the  Union  Republican  ticket  for 
Superintendent  of  Education,  and  Mr.  !l^. 
F.  Whittemore  for  Representative  to  Con¬ 
gress. 

Should  South  Carolina  be  admitted  with 
this  Constitution  and  with  these  officers, 
our  object  of  securing  public  provision  for 
th6  education  of  all  classes  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina  will  be  attained  as  soon  as  the  return¬ 
ing  prosperity  of  business  shall  enable  the 
people  to  support  them. 

Since  the  beginning  of  this  article  went 
to  press,  the  Constitution  of  South  Caro¬ 
lina  has  been  adopted  by  forty-three  thous¬ 
and  majority,  and  we  presume  the  Repub¬ 
lican  ticket  is  fully  elected.  We  give 
below  the  clauses  in  the  Constitution  which 
have  a  bearing  on  tiur  work. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  we  see 
the  recognition  of  the  great  ideas  which  we 
have  done  c  ur  u^ost  to  tud  in  establish- 
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ing.  It  shows  us  that  there  is  a  vein  of 
good  sense  and  justice  still  in  the  people  of 
the  South  which  will  finally  secure  a  genu¬ 
ine  reconstruction  on  the  basis  of  justice 
and  liberty  for  all. 

This  fac^points  also  to  the  possibility  of 
bringing  our  work  to  a  close  at  some  not 
far  distant  day.  But  we  must  remember 
that  it  is  one  thing  to  vote  for  education 
in  a  convention  and  another  to  establish 
schools.  It  is  of  great  importance  that 
we  should  keep  every  good  agency  at  work 
for  a  little  while  longer.  The  hour  of  tri¬ 
umph  is  often  that  of  danger,  and  when 
the  State  is  reconstructed  and  the  Federal 
arm  of  protection  is  withdrawn,  we  shall 
need  the  civilizing  presence  of  the  school¬ 
master  all  the  more.  We  propose,  there¬ 
fore,  not  to  slacken  our  work  in  South 
Carolina  at  all,  but  to  make  our  schools  as 
good  as  possible  to  serve  as  models  for  the 
new  system. 

If  Mr.  Jillson  is  the  acting  State  Super- 
'  •  ^intendent  of  Education,  we  are  confident 
that  he  will  work  with  us  in  spirit  and  in 
lum,  and  we  shall  hope  that  the  new  school 
system  vrill  bedaid  out  on  a  broad  and  lib¬ 
eral  foundation  of  equal  justice  to  all  races 
and  colors. 

RIGHT  OF  SUFFRAGE. 

Section  2.  Every  male  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  and  upwards,  not  laboring  under  the 
disabilities  named  in  this  Constitution, 
vrithout  distinction  of  race,  color,  or  former 
condition,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  this 
State  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution,  or  who  shall  thereafter  reside 
in  this  State  one  year,  and  in  the  County  in 
which  he  offers  to  vote,  sixty  days  next 
preceding  any  election,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  for  all  ofiicers  that  are  now,  or  here¬ 
after  may  be,  elected  by  the  people,  and 
upon  all  questions  submitted  to  the  electors 
at  any  elections ;  Provided,  That  no  person 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  or  hold  office  who 
is  now  or  hereafter  may  be  disqualified 
therefor  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  until  such  disqualification  shall  be 
removed  by  the  Congress  of  \  the  United 
Stat^ ;  Provided,  further,  TluU|no  person, 

] 


while  kept  in  any  alms  house  or  asylum,  I 

or  of  unsound  mind,  or  confined  in  any  I 

public  prison,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  or  ^  I 

hold  office. 

Sect.  8.  The  General  Assembly  shall  ; 
never  pass  any  law  that  will  deprive  any  of 
the  citizens  of  this  State  of  the  right  of 
suffrage,  except  for  treason,  murder,  rob¬ 
bery,  or  duelling,  whereof  the  person  shall  i 

have  been  duly  tried  and  convicted.  ! 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall  be  disfran¬ 
chised  for  felony,  or  other  crimes  commit¬ 
ted  while  such  person  was  a  slave. 

FINANCE  AND  TAXATION.  | 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  1 

General  Assembly  to  enact  laws  for  the 
exemption  from  taxation  of  all  public  *  I 
schools,  colleges,  and  institutions  of  learn¬ 
ing,  all  charitable  institutions  in  the  nature 
of  asylums  for  the  infirm,  deaf  and  dumb, 
blind,  idiotic  and  indigent  persons,  all 
public  libraries,  churches  and  burying  | 
grounds ;  but  property  of  associations  and  >] 
societies,  although  connected  with  charita¬ 
ble  objects,  shall  not  be  exempt  from  State, 

County,  or  Municipal  taxation ;  Provided, 

That  this  exemption  shall  not  extend  be-  ' 

yond  the  buildings  and  premises  actually 
occupied  by  such  schools,  colleges,  institu¬ 
tions  of  learning,  asylums,  libraries, 
ch|irches  and  burial  grounds,  although  con¬ 
nected  with  charitable  objects. 

EDUCATION. 

Section  1.  The  supervision  of  public 
instruction  shall  be  vested  in  a  State  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Education,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
State  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as 
the  other  State  officers  are  elected.  His 
powers,  duties,  term  of  office,  and  com¬ 
pensation  shall  be  defined  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  elected  bienni¬ 
ally,  in  each  County,  by  the  (Qualified 
electors  thereof,  one  School  Commissioner, 
said  Commissioners  to  constitute, a  State 
Board  of  Education,  of  which  the  State  Su¬ 
perintendent  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be 
chairman.  The  powers,  duties,  and  cpm- 
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pensation  of  the  members  of  said  Board 
shall  be  determined  by  law. 

Sect.  S.  The  General  Assembly  shall, 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  adoption 
of  this  Constitution,  provide  for  a  liberal 
and  uniform  system  of  free  public  schools 
throughout  the  State,  and  shall  also  make 
provision  for  the  division  of  the  State  into 
suitable  school  districts.  There  shall  be 
l^t  open  at  least  six  months  in  each  year 
one  or  more  schools  in  each  school  district. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  provide  for  the  com¬ 
pulsory  attendance,  at  either  public  or  pri¬ 
vate  schools,  of  all  children  between  the 
ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years,  not  physi¬ 
cally  or  ^mentally  disabled,  for  a  term 
equivalent  to  twenty-four  months,  at  least : 
Provided,  That  no  law  to  that  effect  shall 
be  passed  until  a  system  of  public  schools 
has  been  thoroughly  and  completely  organ¬ 
ized,  and  facilities  afforded  to  all  the  inhab¬ 
itants  of  the  State  for  the  free  education 
of  their  children. 

Sect.  5.  The  General  Assembly  shall 
levy,  at  each  regular  session  after  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  this  Constitution,  an  annual  tax  on 
all  taxable  property  throughout  the  State 
for  the  support  of  public  schools,  which 
tax  shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time  and 
by  the  same  agents  as  the  general  State 
levy,  and  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  State.  There  shall  be  assessed  on 
all  taxable  polls  in  the  State  an  annual  tax 
of  one  dollar  on  each  poll,  the  proceeds  of 
which  tax  shall  be  applied  solely  to  edu¬ 
cational  purposes.  Provided,  that  no  per¬ 
son  shall  ever  be  deprived  of  the  right  of 
suffrage  for  the  non-payment  of  said  tax. 
No  other  poll  or  capitation  tax  shall  be 
levied  in  the  State,  nor  shall  the  amount 
assessed  on  each  poll  exceed  the  limit 
■  given  in  this  section.  The  school  tax 
shall  be  distributed  among  the  several 
school  districts  of  the  State,  in  proportion 
to  the  respective  number  of  pupils  attend¬ 
ing  the  public  schools.  No  religious  sect 
or  sects  shall  have  exclusive  right  to,  or 
control  any  part  of  the  school  funds  of  the 
State,  nor  shall  sectarian  principles  be 
taught  in  the  public  schools. 

Sect.  6.  Within  five  yeus  after  the  first 


regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
following  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and 
support  of  a  State  Normal  School,  winch 
shall  be  open  to  all  persons  who  may  wish 
to  become  teachers. 

Sect.  7.  Educational  institutions  for  the 
benefit  of  all  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb, 
and  such  other  benevolent  institutions  as 
the  public  good  may  require,  shall  be 
established  and  supported  by  the  State, 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law.  i 

Sect.  8.  Provision  shall  be  made  by 
law,  as  soon  as  practicable,  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  and  maintenance  of  a  State  Reform 
School  for  juvenile  offenders. 

Sect.  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall 
provide  for  the  maintenance  of  the  State 
University,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
provide  for  the  establishment  of  an  Agri¬ 
cultural  College,  and  shall  appropriate  the 
land  given  to  this  State,  for  the  support  of 
such  a  college,  by  the  act  of  Congress, 
passed  July  second,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  or  the  money  or 
scrip,  as  the  case  may  be,  ariiung  from  the 
sale  of  said  lands,  or  any  lands  which  may 
hereafter  be  given  or  appropriated  for  such 
purpose,  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  such  college,  and  may  make  the  same  a 
branch  of  the  State  University,  for  instruc¬ 
tion  in  Agriculture,  the  Mechanic  Arts, 
and  the  Natural  Sciences  connected  there¬ 
with. 

Sect,  10.  All  the  public  schools,  col¬ 
leges,  and  universities  of  this  State,  sup¬ 
ported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  public 
funds,  shall  be  Jree  and  open  to  ciU  the  chil¬ 
dren  and  yoiuihe  in  the  State,  without  regard 
to  ra^e  or  color. 

^ECT.  11.  The  proceeds  of  all  lands 
that  have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  given 
by  the  United  States  to  this  State  for  edu¬ 
cational  purposes,  and  not  otherwise  appro¬ 
priated  by  this  State- or  the  United  States, 
and  of  all  lands  and  other  property  given 
by  individuals,  or  appropriated  by  the 
State  for  like  purpose,  and  of  all  estates 
of  deceased  persons  who  have  died  without 
luring  a'  will  or  heir,  shall  be  securely 
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invested  i^d  sacredly  preserved  as  ^  State 
School  Fund,  and  the  annual  interest  and 
income  of  *said  fund,  together  with  such 
other  means  as  the  General  Assembly  may 
provide,  shall  be  faithfully  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  main¬ 
taining  free  public  schools,  and  for  no 
other  purposes  or  uses  whatever. 


FLORIDA. 

We  give  the  section  of  the  Florida  Con¬ 
stitution,  in  relation  to  education,  which 
was  crowded  out  of  the  April  number. 
The  provisions  are  in  general  excellent, 
and  show  a  thorough  determination  to 
make  a  good  public  school  system. 

We  may  differ  in  opinion  as  to  the  expe¬ 
diency  of  some  of  the  proposed  measures. 
Experience  must  guide  them. 

EDUCATION. 

Section  1.  It  is  the  paramount  duty  of 
the  State  to  make  ample  provision  for  the 
education  of  all  the  children  residing 
within  its  borders,  without  distinction  or 
preference. 

Sect.  2.  The  Legislature  shall  provide 
a  uniform  system  of  Common  Schools,  and 
a  University,  and  shall  provide  for  the  lib¬ 
eral  maintenance  of  the  same.  Instruction 
in  them  shall  be  free. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  a  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Public  Instruction,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  four  years  and  until  the  ap¬ 
pointment  and  qualification  of  his  succes¬ 
sor.  He  shall  have  general  supervision  of 
the  educaUonal  interests  of  the  State.  His 
duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sect.  4.  The  Common  School  Fund, 
the  interest  of  which  shall  be  exclusively 
applied  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
common  schools  and  purchase  of  suitable 
libraries  and  apparatus  therefor,  shall  be 
derived  from  the  following  sourcea : 

The  proceeds  of  all  lands  that  have  been 
or  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  the  State 
by  the  United  Sto,tes  for  educational  pur¬ 
poses  ; 

Donations  by  individuals  for  educational 


purposes,  approprudions  by  thn  State,  the 
proceeds  of  lands  or  other  property  which 
may  accrue  tQ  the  State  by  escheat  mr  for¬ 
feiture,  the  proceeds  of  all  property  granted 
to  the  State,  when  the  purpose  of  such 
grant  shall  not  be  specified,  all  moneys 
which  may  be  paid  as  on^exemption  from 
military  duty,  all  fines  collected  under  the 
penal  laws  of  this  State,  such  portion  of 
the  per  capita  tax  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law  for  educational  purposes,  twenty-five 
per  centum  of  the  sales  of  public  lands 
which  are  now  or  which  hereafter  may  be 
owned  by  the  State. 

Sect.  5.  A  special  tax,  of  not  less  than 
one  mill  on  the  dollar,  of  all  taxable  prop¬ 
erty  in  the  State,  in  addition  to  the  other 
means  provided,  shall  be  levied  and  appor¬ 
tioned  annually  for  the  support  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  common  schools. 

Sect.  6.  The  principal  of  the  Common 
School  Fund  shall  remain  sacred  and  invi¬ 
olate. 

Sect.  7.  Provision  shall  be  made  by 
law  for  the  distribution  of  the  Common 
School  Fund  among  the  several  counties 
of  the  State,  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  children  residing  therein  between  the 
ages  of  four  and  twenty-one  years. 

Sect.  8.  Each  county  shall  be  required 
to  raise  annually,  by  tax,  for  the  support 
of  common  schools  therein,  a  sum  not  less 
than  one-half  the  amount  apportional  to 
each  county  for  that  year  from  the  income 
of  the  Common  School  Fund. 

Any  school  district  neglecting  to  estab¬ 
lish  and  maintain,  for  at  least  three  months 
in  each  year,  such  school  or  schools  as  may 
be  provided  by  law  for  such  district,  shall 
forfeit  its  portion  of  Common  School  Fund 
during  such  neglect. 

Sect.  9.  The  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  Secretary  of  State,  and  Attor¬ 
ney-General,  shall  constitute  a  body  corpo¬ 
rate,  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  of  Florida.  The  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  shall  be  President  there-, 
of. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Education 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature.

Mt  Dbae  FaiEKb,—  The  interest  New 
England  has  taken  in  our  effort  will  always 
be  gratefully  remembered,  and  the  material 
assistance  we  have  received  from  you  lias 
been  almost  our  entire  capital. 

While  the  State  was  under  loyal  control  we 
had  every  prospect  that,  after  we  had  by  ex¬ 
perience  demonstrated  the  value  of  education 
and  its  possibility  among  the  colored  people, 
the  State  would  assume  the  burden  of  their 
public  instruction.  But  with  the  defection  of 
Johnson  and  Swan  came  a  new  influence  over 
the  people. 

•  Now  only  think  of  it!  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  two  or  three  churches  in  Baltimore 
City,  the  pastors  of  which  are  Northern  men, 
there  has  not  been  A  word  said  since  the  day 
of  Emancipation,  in  behalf  of  the  colored 
people  in  Maryland,  from  any  pulpit !  ^ 

Against  the  patronage  of  the  United  States 
and  that  of  Maryland,  with  no  friends  but  our 
Northern  Associations,  we  have  struggled 
along,  and  are  going  to  keep  at  it  as  long  as 
we  think  it  is  honest.  When  we  are  in  debt 
as  much  as  we  think  we  out  of  our  private 
funds  can  pay,  we  must  stop.  If  we  could 
tide  it  over  the  next  three  months,  till  vaca¬ 
tion,  I  think  we  could  get  along.  I  think, 
under  Elliott’s  bill,  Gen.  Howard  could  help 
us,  and  I  think,  with  Johnson  convicted.  Fed¬ 
eral  patronage  would  help  us  amazingly. 

I  am  going  to  erect  a  mcmument  to  the 
teachers  in  Baltimore  City  who  have  remain¬ 
ed  under  all  their  persecutions  without  any 
compensation,  so  soon  as  I  get  rich. 

If  it  had  not  been  for  these  self-sacrificing 
women,  the  schools  would  have  been  dis¬ 
persed.  The  Rebels  would  have  said,  the  ques¬ 
tion  is  not  whether  we  should  take  care  of 
schools  now  in  operation  by  the  act  of  a  for¬ 
mer  Board,  but  Whether  we  shall  establish 
them  <k  novo.  They  never  would  have  done 
the  latter.  We  knew  the  city  was  liable  ftnr 
the  salary  of  these  teachers,  and  persuaded 
them  to  try  to  keep  up  the  negro  school  organ¬ 
ization.  We  shall  triumph  within  a  week, 
and  the  City  Council  will  not  only  pay  their 
back  8)|lmies,  but  will  adopt  the  schools  over 
again.  We  owe  it  all  to  the  self-sacrifice 
these  teacher^  Imve  made,  who  have  endured 
obloquy,  reproach,  and  rebuff,  and  poverty, 
for  seven  long  inonths  in  this  unequal  contest. 

Meantime,  I  Iwpe  that,  sooner  or  later,  God 


will  raise  uppeopldhere  attiOttg  Chfistian  con¬ 
gregations  who  win  find  out  tliat  fhongh  • 
forms  and  services,  ordinances  and  rituals, 
may  be  useful,  that  a  good  part  of  Christianity 
relates  to  Lazarus  at  the  gate.

In  connection  with  this  letter  from  Judge 
Bond,  we  give  the  concluding  remarks  of 
the  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Baltimore 
Association  for  the  Moral  and  Educational 
Improvement  of  the  Colored  People. 

“The  education  of  the  colored  people 
has  no  political  end  or  aim.  It  is  a  meas¬ 
ure  demanded  -by  every  interest  in  our 
State,  in  which  all  are  interested.  The 
farmer  should  encourage  it,  because  his 
fields  will  be  better  tilled  by  intelligent 
than  by  ignorant  laborers.  The  merchant 
should  encourage  it,  for  knowledge  brings 
wants  and  desire  for  comforts,  and  his 
trade  will  prosper.  The  manufacturer 
should  aid  us,  for  it  enlarges  the  number 
of  those  able  to  perform  the  duties  de¬ 
manded  by  his  pursuits.  The  lawyer  ought 
to  assist,  because  with  intelligence  will 
come  acquisition  and  desire  for  legal  coun¬ 
sel  and  aid.  The  doctor  is  interested,  be¬ 
cause  learning  will  drive  out  superstition, 
and  in  sickness  the  colored  people  Will  for¬ 
sake  charms  and  quacks,  and  take  advant¬ 
age  of  professional  skill  and  scientific  pre¬ 
scriptions.  Most  of  all,  should  the  minis¬ 
ter  preach  for  us,  pray  for  us,  urge  our 
claims  in  season  and  out  of  season,  ibr 
there  are  over  280,000  souls  to  be  won  as 
seals  of  his  ministry ;  there  are  over  280,- 
000  men  and  women  made  in  the  image  of 
the  Gk>d  he  serves,  and  for  whom  his 
Saviour  died,  for  whom  he  must  answer 
when  the  account  of  his  ministry  is  handed 
in.  If  God  made,  and  Christ  died  for  col¬ 
ored  people,  it  would  seem  as  if  God’s 
servants  and  Christ’s  ministers  ought  not 
to  let  pass  unimproved  any  means  of  edu¬ 
cating  and  improving  them.”

Manley)  and  our  teacher,  in  allowing  us  the 
privilege  of  forming  an  association  for  our 
benefit,  and  a  place  where  we  can  assem-

advance  in  the  cause  of  the  right,  and  let 
the  world  see  the  effects  of  freedom  with 
its  effulgent  light  perfected  by  education 
and  civilization.

LEGES  FOB  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  SOUTH. 
Mr.  C.  Thurston  Chase,  formerly  well 
known  to  us  by  his  active  exertions  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  Freedmen  in  Virginia,  has  pre¬ 
pared  this  volume  for  the  purpose  of  aid¬ 
ing  the  colored  people  and  others  in 
building  good  school  houses  and  dwelling 
houses.  The  book  is  full  of  good  sound 
sense  and  excellent  suggestions.  He  points 
out  the  importance  of  ventilation  and  the  • 
best  means  of  securing  it.  We  hope  the 
next  generation  of  teachers  will  not  be 
sacrificed  to  damp,  unwholesome  school 
houses,  as  so  many  of  ours  have  been.  ' 

We  hope  this  work  will  be  widely  circu¬ 
lated,  and  do  a.good  work.

We  copy  from  the  Christian  Register  of 
April  25,  the  following  notice  of  one  of  the 
very  best  of  the  Societies  that  have  ever 
worked  for  the  Freedmen.  Would  to  God 
there  were  many  such  working  associations 
as  the  Barnard  Freedman's  Aid  Society :  — 
We  have  received  a  copy  of  the  Fourth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Barnard  Freedmen's  Aid  Soci- 
ity  of  Dorchester,  from  which  we  learn  that 
this  society,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most 
efiicient  branches  of  the  New  England 


Freedmen's  Union  Commission,  has  contin¬ 
ued  to  support  six  teachers  of  fireedmen  in 
various  parts  of  the  Southern  States,  be¬ 
sides  forwarding  to  them  liberal  supplies  of 
clothing,  school  books,  and  miscellaneous 
articles,  and  a  contribution,  from  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  tne  first  Parish,  of  toys  and  other 
gifts,  for  Christmas  trees. 

Few,  among  the  many  charitable  under¬ 
takings  of  the  present  day,  appeal  so 
strongly  to  the  sympathies  of  the  liberal- 
minded  as  the  objects  of  the  New  England 
Freedmen's  Union  Commission.  Free 
from  the  narrowness  of  sectarian  bigotry, 
it  gives  to  all  a  chance  to  help,  either  by 
giving  their  own  time  to  the  practical  work, 
of  the  society  as  its  teachers  and  almoners, 
or  by  contributing  the  means  to  send  to  the 
field  others  who  can  better  be  spared  from 
home.  We  would  urge  our  friends  every¬ 
where  to  renewed  efforts  in  its  behalf,  and 
especially  to  the  holding  of  public  meet¬ 
ings  for  the  encouragement  of  those  now 
engaged  in  the  cause,  and  for  drawing  in , 
those  not  already  interested.  Let  the  ves¬ 
try  or  the  public  hall  be  opened  on  some 
moonlight  evening,  after  a  meeting  has 
been  properly  advertised,  with  such  a 
speaker  as  Dr.  Clarke,  Judge  Russell,  or, 
by  no  means  least,  Mr.  Edward  W.  Eans- 
ley,  whose  characteristic  account  of  his 
experience  among  the  Freedmen  at  New- 
bem  holds  his  audience  between  tears  and 
laughter  as  long  as  he  chooses  to  talk  to 
them,  and  the  result  can  hardly  fail  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  support  of  the  Barnard  Freedmen’s 
Aid  Society,  of  Dorchester,  rests  mainly  on 
the  First  Parish,  but  little  more  than  a 
hundred  dollars  having  been  received  from 
other  sources  during  the  past  year;  and 
the  readiness,  with  which  this  support  is 
given  may  well  be  emulated  in  other  par¬ 
ishes  of  equal  or  larger  means.  This  spe¬ 
cial  form  of  beneficence  does  not,  however, 
absorb  the  entire  energies  of  our  Dorches¬ 
ter  friends;  as  various  other  charities,  in¬ 
cluding  their  recent  contribution  of  ^,2(K) 
to  the  funds  of  the  Americany'tTnita^ian 
Association,  being  an  increase  of  nearly 
$1,000  over  their  gift  of  any  r)revious  year, 
can  bear  witness.  We  mer^tion  this  as  a 
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confirniation,  if  any.  be  needed,  of  what  is 
well  understood  by  those  having  most  ex¬ 
perience  in  soliciting  aid  for  charitable 
purposes,  that  those  having  most  calls  on 
their  liberality  are  generally  the  most 
ready  to  answer  others;  and  that  the 
maxim,  “Ask  and  ye  shall  receive,"  if 
thoroughly  believed  in,  b  as  useful  a  rule 
of  action  now  as  when  brst  given  to  the 
world.

LETTEB8  FBOM  TEAOHEBS. 

Annivertary  of  the  Surrender  of  Richmond. 

Richmond,  April  3,  1868. 

Just  the  day,  one  would  think,  on  which 
an  enthusiastic  letter  might  be  written ;  but 
to  spend  several  hours  in  trying  to  keep  within  j 
due  limits  (due  (?)  to  the  feelings  of  those  of 
"  the  lost  cause)  the  enthusiasm  of  some  three 
hundred  young  people,  doesn’t  leave  one  with 
a  disposition  to  do  much  but  fold  his  hands 
and  be  thankful  —  first,  for  the  day ;  second, 
that ’t  is  over ! 

Had  I  held  either  the  office  of  Commander 
'  of  the  Post,  Head  of  the  Bureau,  or  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools,  1  should  have  had  a  rous¬ 
ing  celebration  to-day.  But,  being  a  subordi¬ 
nate  instead,  1  had  to  acquiesce  in  the  decision 
to  have  the  schools  go  on  as  usual. 

But,  on  going  into  my  school-room,  into 
the  presence  of  Lincoln  and  Charles  Sumner, 
the  spirit  of  what  the  day  should  be  made  for 
this  people  came  over  me;  and,  instead  of 
taking  out  and  preparing  writing  books  for 
the  Friday  morning’s  regular  exercise*  I  took 
out  my  dear  old  flag  and  hung  it  at  the  win¬ 
dow,  between  the  pictures  of  Lincoln  and 
Sumner.  Of  course  1  needed  the  morning  air 
in  the  room,  and,  of  course,  on  my  dropping 
my  window  from  the  top,  and  leaving  the 
opposite  door  9pen,  the  first  loyal  Northern 
breeze  that  came  along  drew  the  flag  through 
the  window,  and  proudly  waved  it  aloft,  as  an 
emblem  of  the  cause  that  tcosn’i  “  lost”  on  the 
3d  of  April,  1865. 

Then,  when  the  schools  came  together 
(there  are  seven  on  Navy  Hill),  finding  that 
there  wasn’t  likely  to  be  much  regular  school 
work  done,  I  got  permission  from  the  super¬ 
intendent  to  invite  them  all  into  the  hall  over 
my  school-room;  had  our  organ  moved  up 
stairs,  called  the  schools  in  with  a  stroke  of 
•  our  ”big  bell,”  let  them  sing  with  their  three 
hundred  musical  voices,  and  as  many  grateful 
hearts,  ”  My  Country.” ;  tlicn  read  to  them  the 


first  eight  verses  of  the  107th  Psalm  (written 
for  just  this  occasion,  it  almost  seemed) ;  then 
let  them  repeat  the  prayer  that  for  them  em¬ 
braces  so  much  more  than  for  any  other  mor¬ 
tals,  “  Forpve  us  our  trespasses,  as  toe  forgive 
those  who  trespass  against  us."  Then  we  had 
“Wake,  Nicodemus,  to-day,”  "Jubilee  Imta 
thousand  years,”  and  everything  else  jolly, 
jubilant,  and  exultant,  that  I  could  think  of, 
of  course  not  forgetting  “  See  the  Flag,”  or 
“  Abraham  Lincoln  was  our  Friend.”  The 
superintendent  looked  in  and  asked  them  a 
few  questions  about  the  events  of  “  the  day 
we  celebrate,”  such  as  “  How  did  you  feel  on 
that  day  ?  ”  Did  you  not  hear,  even  at  Ja¬ 
maica  Plain,  the  one  word  that  rang  out, 
waking  the  echoes  from  even  the  rebel  hill-  ‘ 
sides,  “  GLAD  ’’ !  “  GLAD  ” !  “  GLAD  ” ! 

How  I  wished  I  could  call  in  some  of  our 
good  New  England  friends  to  talk  with  them, 
they  were  so  ready  to  tell  of  the  events  of  that 
day,  so  indelibly  were  its  scenes  of  terror  and 
rejoicing  impressed  upon  them.  But,  instead, 
we  had  to  have  it  all  to  ourselves;  so  we 
called  up  the  pet  of  the  schools,  who  has  mar¬ 
vellous  powers  (in  embryo)  in  the  way  of  sing¬ 
ing,  declaiming,  &c. 

He  is  one  of  slavery’s  wmfs,  belonging  {now) 
to  a  poor  colored  girl  (his  mother),  who  has  a 
brother  in  my  school.  We  allow  the  pet  to  come 
to  the  Normal  School,  that  his  mother's  brother 
may  take  care  of  him.  The  older  girls  teach 
him,  and  he  amuses  us,  when  we  have  time  to 
be  amused,  by  his  charming  way  'of  repeating 
*every  thing  that  is  taught  him.  I  will  Inclose 
his  picture.  We  have  had  him  photographed 
as  a  bait  to  catch  quarters  from  visitors  for 
his  benefit.  He  appears  in  apron  and  shoes 
from  a  Fall  River  “  box.” 

But,  to  go  beck  to  our  celebration.  After 
we  had  made  all  the  noise  we  possibjy  could, 
at  so  short  a  notice,  about  freedom,  I  dismissed 
the  three  hundred,  to  participate  in  the  dem¬ 
onstrations  outside.  There  was  the  usual 
procession  of  freed  people,  but  nothing  worthy 
the  Day  of  Days.  They  are  so  persecuted 
in  consequence  of  such  demonstrations,  they 
are  getting  timid.  Very  truly,

Baltimobe,  March  19, 1868. 
At  the  close  of  one  of  my  Sunday  Bible 
Readings,  a  little  colored  boy  came  to  me  and 
said,  “  Miss  Downs  wants  you  to  come  and 
see  her.  I’ll  show  you  where  she  lives.”  I 
immediately  assented  to  tlm  proposal,  and  little

Willie,  thrusting  his  old-man’s  hat  on  his 
head,  and  his  hands  in  his  pockets,  ran  along 
before  stopping  for  me  at  the  sharp  comers, 
until  we  reached  No.  3,  X  Alley,  and  climbed 
up  the  narrow,  rickety  stairway,  into  the  little 
room  whither  he  had  summoned  me. 

It  was  one  of  the  coldest  days  of  the  sea¬ 
son,  but  there  was  no  fire  in  the  room,  “  Miss 
Downs”  having  taken  her  &mily'to  a  neigh¬ 
bor’s  to  save  the  few  bits  of  fire  wood  which 
were  lying  behind  the  stove,  and  all  she  had.' 
She  soon  came  in,  however,  and  kindled  a 
little  fire.  Her  family  consists  of  two  little 
orphan  girls,  left  to  her  care  by  the  death  of 
her  only  daughter,  and  a  little  three-year-old 
boy,  the  chance  child  of  a  young  woman  who 
is  at  service,'  and  pays  her  three  dollars  per 
month  for  his  board.  On  inquiring  into  her 
means  of  living,  1  found  that  she  had  an 
income  of  a  dollar  and  a  quarter  every  week 
from  her  washing  and  ironing,  and  a  fnend 
hires  a  corner  of  her  little  room,  enough 
for  a  bed  and  standing  room,  for  which 
she  pays  her  one  dollar  per  month.  This, 
added  to  three  dollars  for  her  boarder,  makes 
nine  dollars  a  month,  out  of  which  she  pays 
two  dollars  rent,  leaving  a  net  income  of  seven 
dollars  per  month  with  which  to  keep  up  her 
boarding  establishment,  and  run  her  laundry 
and  orphan  asylum.  A  part  of  this  has  to  be 
expended  in  medicines  for  one  of  the  little 
orphans,  who  is  dropsical,  her  head  and  neck 
swelled  to  an  unnatiiral  size,  and  her  arms 
and  legs  slender  as  pipe  stems.  Yet  she  is 
bright  and  cheery,  says  she  has  “never  been* 
without  any  mouthfxd,"  thanking  the  Lord  and 
me  too  for  the  little  assistance  1  gave  her. 

But  poor  as  these  colored  women  are  who 
depend  on  washing  for  their  living,  I  am  con¬ 
vinced  they  are  better  off  than  many  of  tlie 
poor  white  women  who  sew  at  shop-work. 
Several  6f  these  cases  have  come  under  my 
observation,  among  them,  that  of  a  respecta¬ 
ble  old  woman  and  her  daughter,  who  make 
men’s  heavy  overcoats  at  fifty  cents  each. 
“  We  can  make  four  in  a  week,”  said  the 
mother.  “  No,”  said  the  daughter,  “  it  takes 
us  eight  days  to  make  four.  We  could  make 
four  in  a  week,  but  it  takes  molher  so  long  to 
thread  her  needle,  and  I  have  to  stop  my^ 
work  and  do  that  for  her,  so  that  we  can  make 
only  four  in  eight  days.”  Out  of  the  two 
dollars  thus  earned,  one  has  to  be  paid  every 
week  for  rent.  The  mother  \s  aflBicted  with 
a  disease  of  the  spine  and  suffers  constantly 
from  physical  pain.  A  lady,  who  heard  of  her 


circumstances,  sent  her  a  dollar.  At  first  she 
was  so  overcome  with  siirprise  and  gratitude 
that  she  could  not  speak,  and  it  was  affecting 
to  witness  the  workings  of  suppressed  emo¬ 
tion  in  every  muscle  of  her  fiu;e,  browned  and 
hardened  in  her  desperate  struggle  for  life. 
Then  a  few  tears  trickled  down  over  her 
cheeks  and  fell  on  the  precious  bit  of  paper 
she  held  in  her  hands.  “  Oh,”  said  she,  “  to 
think  God  should  be  so  good  as  to  send  me  all 
this  money.  How  hard  1  would  have  had  to 
work  to  earn  it.  Oh,  I  knew  my  Heavenly 
Father  wouldn’t  let  me  want  any  good  thing. 
Whatever  he  sees  is  best  for  me,  I  shall  be 
sure  to  have.”  C.  £.  McELar.  V

Columbus,  6a.,  April  16,  1868. 

The  examination  was  really  very  creditable. 

A  large  number  of  visitors  were  in  attend¬ 
ance,  chiefiy  colored,  of  course,  and  all  seemed  . 
highly  pleased  with  the  recitations,  and  with 
the  exercises  in  general. 

Monday  morning,  March  80,  I  started  for 
Jonesborough,  159  miles  distant,  and  arrived 
between  8  and  9  o’clock  in  the  evening. 
Tuesday  morning  1.  learned  that  an  acre  (ff 
land  had  been  given  to  the  Ireedmen,  for 
school  purposes,  that  tlie  deed  had  been  given 
and  accepted  by  the  bureau,  and  orders  re¬ 
ceived.  a  week  previous  to  commence  the 
work  of  erecting  a  building ;  yet  there  were 
ostensibly  some  hindrances,  or  shadow  of  hin¬ 
drances,  enough  for  an  excuse  to  delay. 
There  appeared  such  a  disposition  to  retard 
the  work,  that  1  thbught  it  advisable  to  re¬ 
main  a  few  days.  * 

The  land  is  given  by  a  citizen,  contiguous 
to  a  beautiful  grove,  in  which  the  pupils  can 
play,  and  in  as  healthy  a  location  as  could  be 
secured.  Though  there  was,  apparently,  no 
disposition  to  hasten  the  work,  yet  by  remain¬ 
ing  a  few  days,  1  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing 
the  lumber  moved,  and  the  frame  raised,  and 
of  obtaining  a  promise  that  it  should  be  speed¬ 
ily  completed. 

Miss  Sinclair  has  had  much  to  contend  with, 
not  only  from  a  sahool  house  without  one  re¬ 
deeming  quality  except  thorough  ventilation, 
and  the  prejudice  of  those  from  whom  we  ex- 
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pect  no  sympathy  nor  favor,  but  also  to  brook 
opposition  lix)m  sources  whence  a  teacher 
ought  to  be  able  to  look  for  encouragement 
sympathy,  and  protection.  She  will  now 
have  a  better  house  to  cheer  her  in  her  work, 
and  1  doubt  not  an  excellent  school. 

We  have  felt  for  the  last  two  or  three 
weeks  that  we  were  living  in  perilous  times. 
I  was  at  Jonesborough  at  the  time  of  the 
assassination  of  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Ashbum,  re¬ 
turning  Saturday,  P.M.  Of  course  there  had 
been  much  excitement,  and  still  there  was 
much  anxiety,  and,  on  the  part  of  some,  fear. 
Many  threats  have  been  sent  to  otliers,  by 
leaving  at  the  door  in  the  night  a  drawing  of 
a  cofifoi  and  sluoud,  of  skeleton  and  cross 
bones,  and  with  various  threats  appended ; 
signed,  Ku-Klux-Klan.  Letters  have  also 
been  dropped  in  the  Post  Office,  for  various 
radical  or  union  leaders,  one  of  which  I  have 
copied  and  inclose,  omitting  by  request,  the 
name.

Old  Fort  Plantation, 
Beaufort,  S.  C.,  April  13,  1868. 

Dear  Mrs.  Clarke,  —  Our  little  girls  ad¬ 
mire  dolls,  but  do  not  knoW  how  to  enjoy  them 
yet  Indeed,  there  is  no  childhood  here. 
Little  boys  and  g^ls,  six  years  old,  “mind 
child,"  tliat  is,  hold  the  babies  and  take  them 
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to  the  fields,  oftentimes  to  be  nursed  by  the 
motliers.  The  older  children  help  in  the  fields^ 
out  of  school  hours.  They  keep  crows  from 
the  com,  and  drop  seeds  in  planting,  and  even 
begin  to  use  the  hoe  at  ten  years  of  age. 
Besides  this,  they  go  to  the  woods  and  cut 
wood,  and  bring  all  the  water.  How  the  rep¬ 
utation  of  idleness  has  come  to  this  people  is 
almost  a  wonder.  They  have  a  loose  way  of 
doing  things,  but  it  is  the  best  they  know. 
And  we  know  “  all  work  and  no  play  makes 
aU  Jacks  dull  boys."  Fannie  and  1  see  nothing 
in  the  colored  people  to  discourage  us,  but 
everything,  in  the  way  they  are  treated  and 
regarded  by  white  people.  I  dislike  to  see  it, 
but  begin  to  feel  that  all  the  stamgia  there  is  in 
the  mass  of  human  beings,  is  the  outgrowth  of 
selfishness.  I  only  mean  now  the  white  peo¬ 
ple  around  us  here.  As  long  as  they  are  suc¬ 
cessful  and  money  fiows  in,  everything  goes 
well ;  but  as  soon  as  reverses  come,  they  are 
the  fault  of  the  inevitable  “  nigger."  We  are 
much  troubled  now.  The  people  around  us 
are  becoming  very  destitute.  The  best  are 
out  of  provisions.  I  wrote  a  note  to  Gen. 
Gile,  the  agent  of  the  Freedmen’s  Bureau 
here,  as  1  knew  he  had  com  and  meat  to  ad¬ 
vance  to  the  destitute.  I  told  him  the  people 
were  all  working  their  ten-acre  lots,  and  I 
would  pledge  my  word  for  their  honesty  and 
industry.  Besides,  we  had  several  old  peo¬ 
ple,  and  others  who  were  sick  and  helpless. 
One  young  man  broke  his  leg  a  month  ago, 
and  is  lying  destitute  and  helpless,  only  for 
what  we  give  him.  1  asked  him  for  aid  for 
these,  at  least.  His  reply  was,  “  I  have  learn¬ 
ed  by  experience  that  it  is  direct  cmelty  to 
the  race  for  the  government  to  assist  the  peo¬ 
ple  with  rations  in  any  form,  and  in  this  I  am 
luq>py  to  state  1  am  sustained  by  the  best 
firiends  of  the  fireedmen  in  this  place ;  and  1 
have  no  doubt  you  will  see  it  in  this  light  on 
reflection.  Tell  the  people,  from  me,  they 
must  voork  for  their  ‘  rations  ’  for  some  one  who 
has  com  to  pay  for  labor."  We  have  been 
here  four  years,  and  have,  I  think,  given  as 
much  thought  to  this  subject  as  any  one  here. 
There  is  but  one  white  man  living  on  our  part 
the  island,  and  he  is  the  same  Capt.  Hooper 
helped  to  convict  of  dishonesty  during  the 
war,  and  sentenced  him  to  three  days’  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  stocks  in  Beaufort,  and  banishment 
firom  the  depot  There  is  not  a  person  around 
us  who  pays  or  can  pay  for  labor  but  oniv 
selves,  and  we  cannot  afford  what  we  are  do¬ 
ing  ;  for  I  am  sorry  to.be  obliged  to  say  we 
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Willie,  thrustiiig  his  old-man's  hat  on  his 
head,  and  his  hands  in  his  pockets,  ran  along 
before  stopping  for  me  at  the  sharp  comers, 
until  we  reached  No.  3,  X  Alley,  and  climbed 
up  the  narrow,  rickety  stairway,  into  the  little 
room  whither  he  had  summoned  me.

But  poor  as  these  colored  women  are  who 
depend  on  washing  for  their  living,  I  am  con¬ 
vinced  they  are  better  oflT  than  many  of  tlie 
poor  white  women  who  sew  at  shop-work. 
Several  df  these  cases  have  come  imder  my 
observation,  among  them,  that  of  a  respecta¬ 
ble  old  woman  and  her  daughter,  who  make 
men’s  heavy  overcoats  at  fifty  cents  each. 
“  We  can  make  four  in  a  week,”  said  the 
mother.  “  No,”  said  the  daughter,  “  it  takes 
us  eight  days  to  make  four.  We  could  make 
four  in  a  week,  but  it  takes  motlier  so  long  to 
thread  her  needle,  and  I  have  to  stop  my^ 
work  and  do  that  for  her,  so  that  we  can  make 
only  four  in  eight  days.”  Out  of  the  two 
dollars  thus  earned,  one  has  to  be  paid  every 
week  for  rent.  The  mother  \8  afiiicted  with 
a  disease  of  the  spine  and  suffers  constantly 
from  physical  pain.  A  lady,  who  heard  of  her 


circumstances,  sent  her  a  dollar.  At  first  she 
was  so  overcome  with  surprise  and  gratitude 
that  she  could  not  speak,  and  it  was  affecting 
to  witness  the  workings  of  suppressed  emo¬ 
tion  in  every  muscle  of  her  face,  browned  and 
hardened  in  her  desperate  struggle  for  life. 
Then  a  few  tears  trickled  down  over  her 
cheeks  and  fell  cm  the  precious  bit  of  paper 
she  held  in  her  hands.  “  Oh,”  said  she,  “  to 
think  God  should  be  so  good  as  to  send  me  all 
this  nooney.  How  hard  1  would  have  had  to 
work  to  earn  it.  Oh,  1  knew  my  Heavenly 
Father  wouldn’t  let  me  want  any  good  thing. 
Whatever  he  sees  is  best  for  me,  1  shall  be 
sure  to  have.”  C.  E.  McKat.  V

Columbus,  6a.,  April  16,  1868. 

The  examination  was  really  very  creditable. 

A  large  number  of  visitors  were  in  attend¬ 
ance,  chiefly  colored,  of  course,  and  all  seemed  . 
highly  pleased  with  the  recitations,  and  with 
the  exercises  in  general. 

Monday  morning,  March  80,  I  started  lor 
Jonesborough,  159  miles  distant,  and  arrived 
between  8  and  9  o’clock  in  the  evening. 
Tuesday  morning  I.  learned  that  an  acre 
land  had  been  given  to  the  fteedmen,  fw 
school  purposes,  that  the  deed  had  been  given 
and  accepted  by  the  bureau,  and  orders  re¬ 
ceived.  a  week  previous  to  commence  the 
work  of  erecting  a  building ;  yet  there  were 
ostensibly  some  hindrances,  or  shadow  of  hin¬ 
drances,  enough  for  an  excuse  to  delay. 
There  appeared  such  a  disposition  to  retard 
the  work,  that  1  thought  it  advisable  to  re¬ 
main  a  few  days.  * 

The  land  is  given  by  a  citizen,  contiguous 
to  a  beautiful  grove,  in  which  the  pupils  can 
play,  and  in  as  healthy  a  location  as  could  be 
secured.  Though  there  was,  apparently,  no 
disposition  to  hasten  the  work,  yet  by  remain¬ 
ing  a  few  days,  I  had  the  satisfoction  of  seeing 
the  lumber  moved,  and  the  fi:ume  raised,  and 
of  obtaining  a  promise  that  it  should  be  speed¬ 
ily  completed. 

Miss  Sinclair  has  had  much  to  contend  with, 
not  only  from  a  sehool  house  without  one  re¬ 
deeming  quality  except  thorough  ventilation, 
and  the  prejudice  of  those  from  whom  we  ex- 
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pect  no  sympathy  nor  favor,  but  also  to  brook 
opposition  from  sources  whence  a  teacher 
ought  to  be  able  to  look  fi)r  encouragement 
sympathy,  and  protection.  She  will  now 
have  a  better  house  to  cheer  her  in  her  work, 
and  1  doubt  not  an  excellent  school. 

We  have  felt  for  the  last  two  or  three 
weeks  that  we  were  living  in  perilous  times. 
1  was  at  Jonesborough  at  the  time  of  the 
assassination  of  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Ashbum,  re¬ 
turning  Saturday,  P.M.  Of  course  there  had 
been  much  excitement,  and  still  there  was 
much  anxiety,  and,  on  the  part  of  some,  fear. 
Many  threats  have  been  sent  to  others,  by 
leaving  at  the  door  in  the  night  a  drawing  of 
a  coffin  and  sliroud,  of  skeleton  and  cross 
bones,  and  with  various  threats  appended ; 
signed,  Ku-Klux-Klan.  Letters  have  also 
been  dropped  in  the  Post  Office,  for  various 
radical  or  imion  leaders,  one  of  which  1  have 
copied  and  inclose,  omitting  by  request,  the 
name.

Old  Fort  Plaktation, 
Beaufort,  S.  C.,  April  13,  1868. 

Dear  Mrs.  Clarke,  —  Our  little  girU  ad¬ 
mire  dolls,  but  do  not  knouf  how  to  enjoy  them 
yet  Indeed,  there  is  no  childhood  here. 
Little  boys  and  girls,  six  years  old,  “mind 
child,”  tliat  is,  h(dd  the  babies  and  take  them 


to  the  fields,  oftentimes  to  be  nursed  by  the 
motliers.  The  older  children  help  in  the  fields^ 
out  of  school  hours.  They  keep  crows  from 
the  com,  and  drop  seeds  in  planting,  and  even 
beg^  to  use  the  hoe  at  ten  years  of  age. 
Besides  this,  they  go  to  the  woods  and  cut 
wood,  and  bring  ail  the  water.  How  the  rep¬ 
utation  of  idleness  has  come  to  this  people  is 
almost  a  wonder.  They  have  a  loose  way  of 
doing  things,  but  it  is  the  best  they  know. 
And  we  know  “  all  work  and  no  play  makes 
qU  Jacks  dull  boys.”  Fannie  and  I  see  nothing 
in  the  colored  people  to  discourage  us,  but 
everything,  in  the  way  they  are  treated  and 
regarded  by  white  people.  1  dislike  to  see  it, 
but  begin  to  feel  that  all  the  stamgia  there  is  in 
the  mass  of  human  beings,  is  the  outgrowth  oi 
selfishness.  I  only  mean  now  the  white  peo¬ 
ple  around  us  here.  As  long  as  they  are  suc¬ 
cessful  and  money  fiows  in,  everything  goes 
well ;  but  as  soon  as  reverses  come,  they  are 
the  fault  of  the  inevitable  “  nigger.”  We  are 
much  troubled  now.  The  people  around  us 
are  becoming  very  destitute.  The  best  are 
out  of  provisions.  I  wrote  a  note  to  Gen. 
Gile,  the  agent  of  the  Freedmen’s  Bureau 
here,  as  I  knew  he  had  com  and  meat  to  ad¬ 
vance  to  the  destitute.  1  told  him  the  people 
were  all  working  their  ten-acre  lots,  and  I 
would  pledge  my  word  for  their  honesty  and 
industry.  Besides,  we  had  several  old  peo¬ 
ple,  and  others  who  were  sick  and  helpless. 
One  young  man  broke  his  leg  a  month  ago, 
and  is  lying  destitute  and  helpless,  only  for 
what  we  give  him.  1  asked  himfin*  aid  for 
these,  at  least.  His  reply  was,  “  I  have  learn¬ 
ed  by  experience  that  it  is  direct  cruelty  t<y 
the  race  for  the  government  to  assist  the  peo¬ 
ple  with  rations  in  any  form,  and  in  this  I  am 
happy  to  state  I  am  sustained  by  the  best 
friends  of  the  freedmen  in  this  place ;  and  I 
have  no  doubt  you  will  see  it  in  this  light  on 
reflection.  Tell  the  people,  from  me,  they 
must  work  for  their  ‘  rations  ’  for  some  one  who 
has  corn  to  pay  for  labor.”  We  have  been 
here  four  years,  and  have,  I  think,  given  as 
much  thought  to  this  subject  as  any  one  here. 
There  is  but  one  white  man  living  on  our  part 
the  island,  and  he  is  the  same  Capt.  Ho<^r 
helped  to  convict  of  dishonesty  during  the 
war,  and  sentenced  him  to  three  days’  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  stocks  in  Beaufort,  and  banishment 
firom  the  depot.  There  is  not  a  person  around 
us  who  pays  or  can  pay  for  labor  but  oniv 
selves,  and  we  cannot  afford  what  we  are  do¬ 
ing;  for  I  am  sorry  to  beoUiged  to  say  we 
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live  every  month  up  to  the  last  cent  of  our  sal¬ 
ary,  and  cannot  see  a  way  to  do  otherwise. 
Can  this  lame  man  and  these  sick  people  go 
to  work  ?  Can  the  well  ones  leave  their  com 
fields,  just  planted,  and  go  away  to  work  ? 
And  if  they  could^  where  is  the  work  to  be 
found  1  There  is  no  paid  labor  in  this  sec¬ 
tion.  Most  of  the  plantations  are  carried  on 
by  the  colored  people.  The  white  owners 
have  become  disgusted  with  the  failure  of  last 
year’s  crops,  and  abandoned  their  places. 

I  dislike  to  write-  of  discouragements  and 
fidlures,  but  must  confess  we,  too,  have  our 
trials.  But  we  feel  more  interested  in  the 
people  than  ever,  and  can  now  see  better  than 
ever,  when  other  help  fails,  how  much  they 
need  us,  and  how  much  it  is  our  privilege  to 
do  for  them  they  could  not  do  for  themselves. 
“  God  works  in  a  mysterious  way,”  we  read 
in  onr  Service  Books.

Florence,  S.C.,  April  1,  1868. 

Dear  Madam,  —  The  progress  of  my 
scholars  during  the  past  month  has  been  very 
flattering,  although  the  difference  in  the  re¬ 
port  from  that  of  last  month  is  quite  small. 
This  is  owing  to  the  inability  of  the  children 
to  procure  necessary  books,  on  account  of  the 
extreme  poverty  of  their  parents.  Many  of 
them  walk  to  school  from  four  to  nine  miles, 
with  naked  feet  and  scarely  enough  clothing 
to  cover  their  bodies,  and  what  is  more,  with¬ 
out  their  breakfast,  as  they  have  to  leave 
home  BO  early  they  have  no  time  to  eat,  and 
many  times  there  is  nothing  for  them.  But 
with  all  these  difficulties  their  interest  is  una¬ 
bated.

Dear  Ladt,  —  I  would  have  written  ere 
this,  but  1  have  been  so  much  perplexed  with 
the  ensuing  elections  that  I  could  not  com¬ 
pose  my  mind.  The  Rebels  are  making 
every  effort  to  defeat  us  in  ,the  ratification  of 
the  Constitution.  They  say,  “  We  will  fight 
before  we  acknowledge  the  laws  made  by 
negroes.”  All  Republicans  here  are  called 
negroes.  And  this  is  what  troubles  me: 
there  is  so  much  poverty  in  the  State>  and 
tlie  Rebs  are  ofiering  large  supplies  to  the 


freedmen  to  purchase  their  votes.  Some  of 
them  will,  fhim  the  fear  of  being  turned  out 
of  a  home,  dispose  of  their  votes,  although 
derogatory  to  their  interests.  To-morrow  I 
will  be  absent  from  my  duties  in  school,  as  I 
am  appointed  manager  of  one  of  the  polls. 
We  need  intelligent  and  fearless  men  at  each 
precinct,  who  can  afford  to  treat  their  bnUum 
fulmen  with  contumely.  I  am  no  politician 
(for  1  was  offered  the  nomination  of  Repre¬ 
sentative,  but  refused),  but  when  I  see  these 
proud  men  of  South  Carolina  ^like  the  old 
Roman  patricians)  who  are  not  willing  that 
all  men  should  have  their  rights,  and  who  are . 
in  heart  more  rebellious  than  they  were  at 
Manassas,  I  say  it  is  the  duty  of  every  loyal 
citizen  to  bear  on  the  lever  of  equal  rights, 
which  is  to  level  them.  We  had  quite  an 
interesting  and  soul-stirring  time  on  the  after¬ 
noon  of  the  11th  inst.,  at  the  raising  of  the 
glorious  stars  and  stripes.  My  brother  (as 
owner  of  the  flag)  claimed  the  honor  of  rais¬ 
ing  it,  with  heartfelt  emotions  of  love  and 
gratitude ;  as  he  pulled  the  halyard,  and  in 
its  ascent,  the  crowd  sang  ”  Praise  God  from 
whom  all  blessings  flow  ”  (to  the  air  of”  Old 
Hundred”),  and  as  it  reached  the  top  of 
the  pole  and  floated  out  to  the  breeze,  it 
seemed  to  inspire  and  animate  the  crowd  as 
they  sang  ”  Rally  round  the  Flag.”  This,  I 
am  informed,  is  the  first  time  the  American 
flag  was  hoisted  in  this  district,  and  now  as  it 
waves  above  the  shade  trees  which  adorn  the 
square  of  this  beautiful  village,  it  fills  the 
hearts  of  the  quondam  slaves  with  love  for 
their  country.  Long  may  it  wave  over  the 
land  of  the  fi%e !  Rev.  J.  B.‘  Middleton  ad¬ 
dressed  the  crowd  in  a  patriotic  speech.  My 
school  has  decreased  some  in  the  past  month ; 
most  of  the  parents  have  stopped  t(^eir  child¬ 
ren  to  assist  in  making  a  crop,  though  we 
number  now  100,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  90.  They  make  good  improvement,  and 
are  mastering  their  several  studies ;  Rev.  Mr. 
Wbittemore  paid  us  a  visit  and  was  much 
gratified  as  he  examined  them  and  found  such 
improvement;  one  boy  added  a  sum  eight 
figures  square  in  a  minute  and  fourteen  seconds 
Our  Sabbath  school  held  its  anniversary 
yesterday ;  the  church  was  beautifully  deco¬ 
rated  with  evergreens ;  we  had  singing  and 
declamations.  Please  try  and  send  us  some 
books  and  papers.  The  children  join  me  in 
love  to  you ;  they  have  learned  to  reverence 
your  name.
